She went to a boarding school when she 
was just 13 years. 


Her early education was in no way 
different from the traditional education 
offered to the girls during those days. 
However, her headmistress taught 
Elizabeth that women ought to have as 
good a chance in life as men. But when 
she came out of the school, she was 
expected to live at home, helping her 
mother to run the household and bring 
up the younger children until she got 
married.

The Delhi High Court on Thursday 
banned strikes in all central and state 
government hospitals situated within 
the National Capital Territory.
